“The Staple of Conversation. 


Mr. George F. M. Cocks writes 
te Reed dea indcte eae 

read ia no lo! merely. the 
staff of life; thar eons the 
staple of conversation. It has oven 
assailed the position of that old 
aland-by ihe Westher and ita 
successor, the Scarcity of Sugar. 
The Government having decreed 
that our bread be made of 
“straight-ran flour,” we begin 
at once . to- prattle, of * per- 
centages snd discaes decimal 
(points, the Uagbear of Lord 
Bandoiph Oharchill, who “ could 
never anderetand what hose 
damned little dots meant,” Oar 
intereet, too, is sroused ag to the 
particular shade our bread is to 
‘asaume, and we are somewhat 
surprised at the heavinens.of cake. 
But, so far ae one caa-‘make oat, 
weshall be none -the worse for 
our war-bread venture, possibly 
even better, for. the scientists 
whisper darkiy ‘of mysterious 
“vitamines,” which appear to be 
some sort of digestive liquers, 
very litile of them necessary, bat 
thet little eeseotial, And these 
sciontiate poiat ont, facther, that, 
in apite of the “vitamines” being 
80 absolately necessary, they are 
practically absent in “best white 
flour,” 


Bat while the ecientiats -prattle | 


of “vitamines” the Government 
preach economy and juatify their 
decrees se to the quality of oar 
bresd upon the seore thst from 
the same weight of wheat we shall 
be obtaining an increseed smount 
of nuteiment, If itis nattiment 
for bulk’ thet the Government 
desira they vhould have gone 
to the Lapp and considered bis 
ways, eapecially hie bread-mak- 
ing ways, “for he produces. in 
* Palk Broad " the most nutritious 
of all breads, Is has ite draw- 
backe, however, for, like Katiehs, 
it mont be an acquired taste, 
Anyhow, to enjoy it thoroughly 
one needs to be ignorant of its con- 
stituents, and blind to ite appesr- 
ance ; for it ia compounded of rye 
flour and reindeer blcod, and jn 
eclour is decidedly ducky. To 
render it really palatable it needs 
sn Aratic climste for “ frilliags ” 
and the appetite of Keau, the 
haoter, : 
“It however, it is economy, the 
Government desire, then they 
might consider the Arab and his 
bresd-making ways. . Ho sees no 
reason for looking on bread mere- 
ly ea eometbing to be eaten, or 
limiting it to edible pur. 
poses, The dough of which it ie 
made he rolle oat into large thin 
sheets which, when baked: he 
tosees up ower his-stall exposed 
to the scorching’ raya of a flery 
aun, spd it adaptsiteelf admirably 
to the functione of a saoshade, 
When rain comeg, as come it will 
even in the best regulated 
climates, the san-shade bread 
with the aid of a thin film of. 
slmond oil, ‘will = fanction 
sdmirabiy sa e« meockintosh. 
And only when it begina 
to fray'a bit at the edges need’ it 
be pat to base neagée and become 
—jastbresd. Again on the score 
of economy a atrong case.coald 
be made ont for the bread made 
io North Chios by flat-ironing 
the pith of a bambasa grass, 
From this treatment it emerges 
as little ivory-white strips of 
great delicacy, at least such is the 
Opinion of the Mancharians, and 
they ought to know for they, eat 
them.
